Discussed was suggested language for an Examiner's Amendment of claim 1 to clarify the claimed invention, i.e. the 
use of the term "configured" in line 1 5. Applicant agreed that the Examiner could amend claim 1 , lines 1 5-1 6, by 
replacing the phrase "the groove being configured to receive" to the phrase -the groove receiving-. Further 
discussed was correcting crosshatching issues in instant Figures 2 and 3, i.e. applying material representative 
crosshatching for the springs, retainer rings, etc. where none is currently applied.
